Hi gang, 

This posting was inspired by "Re: OHR Explorer II (40M) Help". It got me 
thinking about protecting the final transistor again. I seem to recall 
previous postings regarding the use of zener diodes (~36V or so?) to protect 
the final from seeing too much voltage from a bad antenna. 


Is this a good idea? Any drawbacks? Can/should this be added to unprotected 
rigs/kits? What should be considered before doing this (are any other 
circuit changes required)? 


What are any other options for keeping from blowing the final? 


I kind of like the Wheatstone Bridge type of SWR circuit (identified by the 
three 50 ohm resistors in the circuit) as a way to protect the rig during 
tune-up. It keeps the SWR that the rig sees within a reasonable range 
regardless of the antenna's condition. Just watch the power rating on the 
resistors. They are dissipating a large percentage of your power during 
tune-up, and then removed to operate. Of course if the antenna changes while 
operating, it won't help!

Hello to all, and especially you who use open line or ladder line to feed 
your antenna - 


I have acquired a SWR/Power meter for open line ONLY. It has two 
isolantite feed thru insulators on each side of the case w/ wingnuts. The 
case is a heavy guage steel w/ dark grey textured paint. These wingnuts 
are the only connections to this SWR meter. The back of the case is open. 


This is a commercial unit mfg. by M.C. Jones Electronics Co. of Bristol, 
Conn. The model designation is "Micro-Match" Model MM-1. The meter reads 
SWR up to as much as 20:1, and also can be used to indicate relative power. 
>From the construction of the unit, I would guess it to date from the 1950's 
Or so. 

Don't know for sure. I am not familiar with M.C. Jones, nor do I use open 
wire feeders. There is some goop on the meter glass (glass is NOT broken), 
and otherwise it is pretty doggone clean. Paint is 90+ % with no wear 
visible, and all the lettering is good. Meter face is good and clean.

Hi, 


I was wondering if anyone here has successfully built a reliable NiMH 
charger using negative delta as the end-of-charge detection? 


I was involved in building such a charger and have found that it is not 
quite as easy as it sounds to build such a charger. Even the standard 
charger for my Ericsson handphone seems to have some difficulty in properly 
detecting this negative delta. From what I have gathered, it seems that 
there is quite a bit of fluctuation as a result of the chemical reactions 
within the battery. Can anyone throw some light on this subject? 


The negative delta for NiCd's is more pronounced and so detection is 
much easier. I know some people use temperature delta as a termination 
criteria but I want to avoid that for the time being because some of the 
batteries that we will use for our rigs will not have the built in 
thermistor. 


Presently I am thinking of building a special charger/analyzer with a 
16-bit ADC and microcontroller controlled current/voltage source to 
charge/discharge and log the profile of the different battery chemistries. 
This will, of course, handle Lead-Acid, NiCd, NiMH, Li-Ion and whatever 
other rechargeable cells that I can think of. Hopefully the logging (which 
will be viewed on the PC) will reveal some of these mysteries. Oh well....

If you have a ladder on the back of your motor home for access to the 
roof, go to Radio Shack and get an antenna mirror mount, designed to 
mount CB antennas on truck side mirrors.

For those of you who are using the IFR510 power mod, I found a way of 
controling the power level on my 38s from 250mw up to almost 6 watts. It 
involves using the 0.1uf at C101 (some mods have it omitted and replaced with 
a wire) and using a 4.7k at R101 in series with a 100K pot whose other end 
goes to "R-" instead of "+12V." The capacitor at C101 is for DC blocking so 
that the gate bias of the FET can be controlled using the combination of the 
4.7k and the pot and the R- voltage which ensures that the FET is shut off 
during receive. 


Earlier when I tried to drive the FET directly from the 74HC240 (i.e. with 
R101 removed and C101 jumpered) I was only able to get about 2 to 3 watts 
output. 


I also tried adding C505 (its C501 on the PCB) but found that it lowered my 
output power back down to about 2 watts again. Power was measured on a cheap 
Radio Shack power/swr in-line meter. Those of you with better test equipment 
could check this out to see what is really happening. Please post your 


results if you try this modification. I'd like to know if anyone else gets 
similar results, or if my meter is fooling me. Thanks.

Consider what has happened in 
just the last two years. First the Pixie (Dayton Building Contest, 1994), 
then the 40-9er (hundreds sold), then the 38 special (over 1500 of them sold, 
last I heard).

FCC NO LONGER THE MASTER OF INTERFERENCE CONTROL 


Legal counsel for KSAC, Lee Shubert [Haley, Bader & Potts 
requests expedited processing of their application because the 
station has been ordered "silent," although licensed, by a court 
order emanating from the Superior Court of Cailfornia, County of 
Amador. The court ruled that county zoning requirements preclude 
the use of KSAC's current transmitter site as a radio broadcasting 
tower site, based upon, in part, RF blanketing interference grounds. 


The court found that KSAC's use permit was denied...on grounds 
which (among others) included interference with neighboring land- 
owner's reception of other broadcast signals and neighbors’ 


telephone communication, tape answering machine operation, and 
stereo phonograph operation. Petitioners (IBC) contend that 
Congress, through the FCC, has preempted all local authority and 
control over radio frequency interference (sic). 


The court has determined that respondent Amador County Board 

of Supervisors acted within its jurisdiction in denying the use 
permit upon interference grounds, to the extent that the interference 
is with "non-RF (radio frequency)" devices within the vicinity of the 
tower. As a result of the court's order, IBC was forced to cease 
broadcast operations with KSAC in November 1996. IBC has requested 
intervention by the FCC's general counsel's office, but to date the 
Commission's staff expressed no interest in the matter. 


In the past 90 days, IBC sought relief by filing for a new 

zoning permit proposingto conduct tests to remediate problems. 

Again, the Zoning Board refused the request on the basis that the 
operation of KSAC will cause blanketing interference to the site's 
neighbors, thereby essentially denying them "quiet enjoyment" of 

their property. IBC is now filing an application to specify a new site. 


Without a federal preemption, this type of court decision could 
spell sheer disaster for any broadcaster or amateur radio operator. 


Don't view this as a local aberation of the County Court out there on 
the Left Coast. Exactly the same logic and arguement was used against 
WNVE FM/95.1 in Rochester in early 1995. 


They had the permits, ran 90 KW from a 2000 Ft elevation for a wide 
coverage (Rochester to Syracuse) commercial FM station, and had been on 
the air for a couple of years. When the management put the Howard Stern 
show on, the complaints started, (partly over the material on the show, 
but mostly because of interferance to everything from thermostata to the 
Cable TV), and after a year-long court battle, in which the FCC refused 
to offer an arguement on either side, the station was ordered off the 
air from that site, and was required to relocate the TX... 


The homeowners that filed suit DID NOT live on the hill when the TX was 
first built. The tract was put in about 2 years after WNVE went on the 
air, meaning that their TX was a pre-exsisting condition, a factor that 
carried no weight with the court... 


Granted that EMI from a 90 KW TX is far worse than from a 5 W TX, but 
people that spend $200K on their house don't give a crap about such 
things. One of my co-workers told about someone in the Charleston (SC) 
area that won a suit against a neighbor that had their baby monitor on 
the same frequency as their cordless phone, accused them of "wiretapping" 


their phone! 


That recent case in NJ where the judge threw out the complaint because 
he had no jurestiction in RFI/EMI may be the exception rather than the 
rule... 


Tread lightly, it may be your ONLY defense!

A few things to help remedy this. And I've done them. 


One: change output capacitor to 100 pf. (The one right 
on the collector of output/Input Transistor) 


Two: Keep keying line very short, Its a second antenna. 
Three: Tailor output filter if possible to band-pass. 


Four: LM386 power amp input sometimes detects BC. There's 

a fix for this, I think it's in my wallet..... Nope. Took 
it out when I got some back issues of the QRP-Quarterly that 
had the details. 


Five: Make sure the antenna is 66 feet long. Or at least 
resonant -- The pixie's not happy unless it is. 


Six: Make sure the battery is properly bypassed for RF. 
Seven: Choke off headphone or speaker wires... Antenna again. 
You'll see some of this if you touch the keying line. 


Do some testing with a 2 Uh coil at the output to ground. 
Maybe 1 Uh.... Kind of a Hi-pass after the final filter. 


And just to quiet the rumors I'm always technical: 
"pixie you say? Is she cute?" 

And last but not least: Design the pixie_3! 

(I'm working on this.) 

Hope I've helped.
